Mr. Roy A. Hartness was a dedicated teacher and administrator 
at Doyline High School for twenty-one years. He attempted to 
develop outstanding qualities of leadership and character in both 
his students and teachers. 

He was a firm taskmaster with his students, but he also in- 
spired them to believe in themselves and to put forth their best 
efforts in order to be successful. He possessed an uncanny ability 
for judging people and their potential. He could kindle a spark of 
desire in a boy or girl and then take such delight in seeing that 
spark catch fire and lead that boy or girl to achievement and suc- 
cess in life. 

Mr. Hartness was vitally interested in his teachers and allowed 
them the freedom to try their own ideas and methods in teaching. He 
offered advice and suggestions, but he was never dictatorial. He 
encouraged the members of his faculty and was always happy and gen- 
erous with his praise when they made advancements or received honors. 


His philosophy of life is best expressed in the words of William 


Shakespeare, 


This above all: to thine own self be true 
And it must follow, as the night the day, 
Thou canst not then be false to any man. 
Mr. Hartness gave his life in service to others as a coach, 
teacher, administrator, and friend. He was his own man and stood 
up for the right no matter what the odds. He leaves behind a great 
legacy in the lives that he touched, the people he inspired, and the
